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Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the figures as numbered do not match the 
specification. Fig. 1, there are lines pointing to an element, but no numbers provided. Numeral 
(21) not in Fig. 1 . Figs are dark that it does not show what element it is referring to. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d).

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is inappropriate to 

use claim numbers in the specification, as during the prosecution, the numbering may change. 

The specification is replete with inconsistencies and typographical errors. As an example, on 

page 3, line 16, before a new sentence, there should a period "." and not a comma On page 3 

line 30, "longitudinal cylindrical cavity (see Fig. 2) is not shown in Fig. 2 as disclosed. No 

"momentum tube (3) is shown in Fig. 2. Line 36 refers to Fig. 3, however, numeral 4 and 

numeral 4A & 4B are shown in Fig. 2 and not in Fig. 3. It seems that Fig. 2 and Fig. 3 are 

altered. Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims use the language as first end and second end with reference numerals. It is noted that 
during the history of prosecution, the reference numerals are removed. This would confuse the 
claimed language. It would be unclear as to what first and second edge is being referred to in this 
case. As an example, the housing having a first end and a second end; the momentum tube 
having a first end and a second end; and the sensor tube having a first end and a second end. 
Following this the ends are not preceded by, either the housing, the momentum tube or the sensor 
tube, but rather by the reference numeral. This may be confusing if the reference numerals are 
removed. 

Claim 1, it is unclear as to how the velocity is measure in equation (5) or (2). As understood, 
according to the disclosure on page 5, momentum is calculated form the capacitance. How is this 
possible to calculate velocity from these equations when there are two unknown variable, i.e. the 
momentum and the velocity. The only thing that is known is the pressure. 
Claim 6, it is unclear as to the erosion sensor known per se. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kalinoski et 

al. (5,804,740) in view of Wible et al. (5,780,737) (hereinafter Kalinoski or Wible). 

Kalinoski teaches a capacitive flow measuring device including a flange to be fastened to the 

pipe housing in the process pipe or tank comprising a probe including a momentum tube (22) 

having a first and a second end and sensor tube (30) having a first apd a second end and located 

inside the momentum tube. A plurality of capacitors are located on the outside of the sensor tube 

at he second end thereby being able to measure conductance between the momentum tube and 

the capacitors on the sensor tube. Kalinoski does not specifically teach the mounting of the 

elements to each other and the housing in which electronics is provided. Wible teaches the 

housing for the electronics attached to the probe portion. It would have been obvious to a person 

having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the teaching of Wible 

where the electronic housing is attached to the probe portion since it would be within the scope 

on an individual to combine such separate elements in order to reduce the cost and parts. Also it 

would make a device simple to use.
